As the compact spare tire is not equipped with a tire pressure warning valve and 
transmitter, low inflation pressure of the spare tire will not be indicated by the tire 
pressure warning system. Also, if you replace the compact spare tire after the tire 
pressure warning light comes on, the light remains on. 

n If you have a flat front tire on a road covered with snow or ice 

Install the compact spare tire on one of the rear wheels of the vehicle. Perform the 
following steps and fit tire chains to the front tires:

n Using the tire jack 

Improper use of the tire jack may cause the vehicle to suddenly fall off the jack, 
leading to death or serious injury.

When removing or fitting the wheels, tires or the tire pressure warning valve and 
transmitter, contact your Lexus dealer as the tire pressure warning valve and trans¬ 
mitter may be damaged if not handled correctly. 

n To avoid damage to the tire pressure warning valves and transmitters 

I When a tire is repaired with liquid sealants, the tire pressure warning valve and 

transmitter may not operate properly. If a liquid sealant is used, contact your Lexus 
dealer or other qualified service shop as soon as possible. Make sure to replace the

1 Turn off the headlights and the audio system while the hybrid system is off

low speed for an extended period, such as in heavy traffic. 

When the 12-volt battery is removed or discharged 

1 The hybrid system may not start. (^R 514) 

1 If the 12-volt battery discharges while the shift position is in F^, it may not be pos¬ 
sible to shift the shift position to other positions. In this case, the vehicle cannot 
be towed without lifting both front wheels because the front wheels will be 
locked. い R 571) 

1 When the 12-volt battery is reconnected, start the hybrid system and confirm 
that the shift position can be changed to each position using the shift position 
indicator. 


A CAUTION 

n Avoiding 12-volt battery fires or explosions 

Observe the following precautions to prevent accidentally igniting the flammable 

gas that may be emitted from the 12-volt battery: 

1 Make sure each jumper cable is connected to the correct terminal and that it is 
not unintentionally in contact with any other than the intended terminal. 

1 Do not allow the other end of the jumper cable connected to the "+" terminal to 
come into contact with any other parts or metal surfaces in the area, such as 
brackets or unpainted metal.

1 Check that the indicator on the "POWER" switch and the "READ 丫 " indicator are 
off 

1 For vehicles with a hybrid system, there are times when the gasoline engine auto¬ 
matically starts to run or the cooling fans suddenly start to operate. Do not touch 
or approach the rotating parts of the belt or fans. Doing so may lead to fingers, 
clothes or tools getting caught, resulting in injury. 

1 Do not loosen the radiator cap, or the coolant reservoir cap while the hybrid sys¬ 
tem and radiator are hot. 

Serious injury, such as burns, may result from hot coolant and steam released 
under pressure.

n When adding enqine/power control unit coolant 

Wait until the hybrid system has cooled down before adding engine/power control 
unit coolant. 

When adding coolant, do so slowly. Adding cool coolant to a hot hybrid system too 
quickly can cause damage to the hybrid system.
